Changes of mere 
economy adapted to thealtered condi- 
tion of times and places, are sometimes 
absolutely wend and emiuently sa 
lutory; but those which affect the con- 
stitution and consistency of the system 
itaelf, must be guarded with jealous 
righaes lest their incipiency result in 
a gradual surrender of its vital forces. 

e reter toseveral admonitory symp~ 
toms which we take the liberty of urg- 
ing upon your attention. 

e cannot omit from this category, 
the insufficient stress, in our day, laid 
upon the doctrine of “entire sanctifica- 
tion,” as incuicated in the Wesleyan 
a oe and exemplified in the first 
age Methodism. Notwithstand- 
ing its meglect on the one hand 
and its fanaticai distortions on the 
other, by factious leaders, it is never- 
theless the clear testimony of the holy 
ecripturee. Its experience is the un- 
questionabie privi of believers, and 
its epnjoyment the full-blown flower and 
the ripe fruit of the Obristian life. ‘Ine 
infrequency of its proclamation from 
the pulpit, and the irregularity of its 
experimental power in the church, has 
provena serious detriment to the ro- 
bustnesas of our piety, and to the spe- 
cialty of our mission “to spread acrip- 
tural holiness over these lands.” Let 
us more than ever re-assert this great 
doctrine. 

We refer in this connection also to 
the dechine of an institution, the bis- 
tory of which is incorporated into that 
of Methodism, and which more than 
any other human expedient, contrib- 
uted to its growth. The memory of 
the class meeting is fragrant with biess- 
ing. Its suspension has been a cala" « 
ity. Its negiect \as not been compen- 
sated by any proposed substitute. It 
has not been abolished. It still sur- 
vives by law. Its resuscitation in some 
effective form would vastiv enhance 
our individual and corporate strength. 

Methodism always protested, by ex- 
plicit warrant of the word of Gcd, 
egainst “such diversions as cannot be 
used in the name of the Lord Jesue,” 
especially against those which are de- 
signated as fashionable amusements. 
The Methodist Episcopal church sonth, 
ae eas reiterated this pro- 
test. It is lamentable to whatan ex- 
tentit remains unheaded. Many of 
our members indulge in these forbid- 
den pleasures. snd bring reproach upon 
the church. Parents do not restrain 
their childr n from participating in 
them, and the evil grows by at least 
constructive connivanee. It should be 
arrested by more decisive action, or it 
will became unmanageable altogether. 

Our inquiries into the spiritual con- 
dition of the church constrain us to 
say that a mejority of our peopleare 
chargeable with a grave dereliction in 
respect to family worship. The priest- 
hood, the altars, and the morning and 
evening sacrifices of the household are 
tne forgotten or neglected daties of 
many of our Israel. The laxity of do- 
mestic piety is entailing its baneful 
fruits upon the rising generation, and 
our sons and daughters, unnurtured by 
its sanctions are falling into the giddy 
ranks that throng the rcad to ruin. 
Family religion is the imperative ads 
junct to personal yandthe unal- 
terable condition of its tranem'‘ssion to 

ty. 

Our preachers have, for the most 
part, been more liberally supported, 
duri: g the four years, than at any for- 
mer period, In many instances, how- 
ever, there support has been utterly 
inadequate, and shamefally irregular. 
The deficiency in these instances has 
been unquestionably due in the main, 
to the want of competent stewards and 
rigorous fidelity on the part of the 
quarterly conference, and not to the 
want of additional legislation. Our fis- 
cal plan is, in our judgment a modei of 
practical skil), elaborated by the oeast 
minds of the caurch, from a long series 
of experiments and observations. All 
that is necessary to its effectiveness, is 
the conscientious and systematic exe~ 
cution of its details. Ite scriptual au- 
thority, its principle of genera! but vol- 
Un‘ary assessment,its eof finance, 
its required reports and the regu'ar 
review of them by quarterly and 
annual conferences, render it equally 
pervasive, uniform aad specific in its 

rations, while it leaves ampie mai- 
gin for the exercise of Christian liber- 
ality in providing for the wants of 
those who “give themselves continu- 
ally to prayer, and to the ministry of 
the word.” As ministers of the gospel 
are required to devote themselves 
wholly to their work; ss “the laborer 
i@ wor.hy of his hire;” as the Lord 
will take account of his stewarde; anu 
as the futl measure of cheerful labor is 
needed by the charch, the adequate 
support of every grade of our itinerant 


volves. We think that these institu- 
tions require nothing more to insure 
their prosperity than a working endow- 
ment and a generous patronage. We 
cannot afford to let them 4 
struggling existence, and to remit the 
education of our youth to skepteal or 
uncongenial institations. 

The Vanderbilt university, the mani- 
ficent donation of whose founder was 
gratefully acknowledged by the last 
general conference, and su uently 
increased by him to $1,000, has 
wince gone into operation with gratify- 
ing prospects. It is fully endowed, en~ 
thely free from debt, oe all 
the depar‘ments, academical and pro« 
fessional, of a university proper, and 
possessing all the facilities of the higher 
education. We trust that with ite 
superior advantages, it will add effi- 
ciency and lustre to our educations! 
enterprises. 

We regard with deep satisfaction the 
opportunities which many of our liter- 
ary institutions afford candidates for 
the ministry in preparing them fer 
their high vocation. While the church 
does not require actendanceupon them 
as asine qua non for admission into 
the traveling connection, it is her im- 
perative duty to place such opportuni- 
ties within their reach, as will better 
enable them to enlarge the sphere of 
their usefulness, and occupy any posi- 
tions to which the demands of the 
may summon them. The stern logic 
ef events is happily meeting with a re- 
epopse. Our colleges and universities 
by general culture, and our Biblical 
schools, by special training, are con- 
curring with our established economy, 
in eupp!ying us with laborers suited to 
every post of ministerial duty. The 
one ought not and cannot truthfully 
say totheother, “I have no need of 
thee.” We have need of all, of every 
grade of ability, whether of one talent, 
or of five talents, to occupy until the 
Lord comes. 

We heartily approve of the pan of 
district schools, recommended by the 
last general conference, They mee 
the wants of our people, in many lo- 
calities, for the education of their chil-« 
dren, They are the only antidote to 
that godless feature in the public 
echools, which ignores the holy scrip- 
tures in the training of youth. They 
are especially necessary in perilecting 
our educational system, by reaching 
all classes, and preparing students both 
for our male and female colleges. We 
are happy to say that many have been 
established since the recommendation 
was made. 

Our foreign missionary operations 
are comparatiyely limited. They do 
not represent either our history or 
capacity with respect to the world’s 
evangel)zation. The separation of the 
two principal bodies of American 
Metnodiem in 1844, has in effect de- 
prived us of the larger part of our mis- 
sionary record. ore that event, 
Southern Methodism participated pro- 
portionably in missionary work of the 
Methodist Episcopal chureh abroad ; 
and cultivated almost exclasively the 
vast field oecupted by the col — 
ple in the southern part of the Un 
Statee. These facts remain in the ab 
sence of the record. What we have 
done since is in addition to the unre 
corded portion of our labors in that di- 
rection. Our missions in Obina, in 
Mexico, and amongst the I[n- 
dians and Germans of our own coun~ 
try, are in a highly enco condi- 
tion—justify all the expenditures hith. 
erto made in their bebalf, and will de- 
mand, larger appropriations in the fu~ 
ture. The mission in Brazil ie yetin ats 
infancy. It is judiciously loeated, and 
is the nucleus cf operations in a vast 
and thickly ulated region, destitute 
of the bread of life. It ie fail of prom- 
ise, and deserves your fostering care 
Amongst these missions, those in 
China and in Mexicv are noun stiona~ 
bly of the greatest prospective impor- 
meee. Both of these are located in the 
midst of vast populations, perfectly 
open to us, with foundations «fi abua~ 
dant success already laid. That in 
China has been recently reinforced. I' 
has received a powerful impulse, both 
within itself and st home, to the sea~ 
sonable and successful visit of Bisho ~~ 
Marvin, whose official services 
whose mature and comprehensive 
views have placed it b fore the eLurch 
ina new and commanding attitude.

Our economy, as a whole,is so thor- 
oughly the result of careful experiment 

diligent study, and, withal, so ho- 
mogeneous that or nothing more 
is necessary than to give it consistency 
to extend its adaptations and te increase 
its executive efficiency. It behooves 
us to guard against that reckless spirit 
of ianovation, so characteristic of our 
age, which, in conformity with captiva- 
ting theories, invades even the sanctu- 
ary of God and strives to upset estab- 
lished maxims and cherished’ convie- 
tions, as though government had no 
foundation in the authority which 
created it, and is nothing more than 
the aggregate cpinions of those who 
r°present times in which they live. 
Above all, does it behoove a church 
distinguished by such a history as our 
to maintain ite moorings in the soli 
stratum of its well-tried polity, and not 
to seek anchorage in the uncertain 
sands of some tempting a 
The great want of modern Methodism 
is, not new laws, but the new life of ite 
original baptism, retained and perpet- 
uated. Were ite government to reech 
ideal perfection without this requisition 
it would be but the ghostly shadow of 
the extinct reality. To subserve this 
| behest, is the great object and end of all 
ecclesiastical legislation. 

In strict conformity with this funda- 
mental principle of construction, we 
commend to your consideration the 
following special suggestions : 

1. That the law restrictang the num-~ 
ber of charges in a presiding eider’s 
district to fourteen, be so changed as to 
admit of a larger number, when in the 
judgment of the presiding bishor it 
shall be deemed expedient. In the 
majority of instances the present limi- 
tation is entirely sufficient. In some 
cases it could not be judiciously 
reached at all. In others it could be 
transcended with advantage to the 
church without invalidating the true 
intent and efficiency of the presiding 
elder’s office, the fuil force of which 
is indispensable to the vigorous opera-~ 
tion of our form of government. 

2. That in the formation of new an- 
nua! conferences, by the division of 
older ones, not only the authority to 
divide be granted by the general con- 
ference, but the act of division be, in 
every instance, consummated by that 
body during its session, and be not left 
to the contingent action of annual con- 
ferences during the interval of the gen- 
eral conferenee. Lhe evils which arise 
from local and personal preferences 
would thus, in a great measure, be pre- 
vented. It would be better to remit 
proposed divisions,of doubtful proprie- 
ty, to a future general coaoference, than 
to commit the result toa lower tr ja» 
nal, and to the hazards of interna: agi- 
tation, and an unequal distribution. 

3. The facility with which annual 
conferences create supernumeraries is a 
growing evil, and ought to be abated. 
The reiation of supernumeraries is un- 
questionably abused, by constituting it 
amere convenience for disposing of 
otherwise impracticable cases and even 
putting into it those who have not 
| reacbed the eldership in their ministry; 
some of whom finally pass without 
merit, into the legitimate class of the 
superannuated who have “borne the 
vurden and heat of the day.” We 
would recommend the adoption of 
some measures for lessening this abuse. 

4. It would,in our judgment, pro~ 
mote the efliciency of the eidership, in 
the itinerant ministry, to adopt a post- 
graduate course of reading, to follow 
immediately that which now ends with 
the graduation of elders,with the view 
of directing the inquiries of our young 
preachers, and cultivating their habits 
of study. It isa lamentable fact that 
many of them, after having attained 
the grade of. elders, cease to siudy al. 
together, or do it at random, and fail to 
realize the promise of their earlier 
years. This course could be profitably 
adopted as a useful directory, without 
the exaction of examinations. 

5. The law with respect to receiving 
members into the church is in many 
cases too loosely adorinistered. The 
door is not sufficientiy guarded. Inas- 
much asall who are received into the 
church enter into fullstatus as mem- 
bers, the reasons for the precautionary 
directions laid down in the discipline 
are augmented. Many of our pre 
ers in charge are inexperienced, and 
others in the fullness of their zeal, are 
too anxious to secure the fruits of 
their labors by inconsiderate and un- 
suitable accessions. By these and other 
means improper persons are sometimes 
taken into the church, the results 
of whieh are preguant with eyil. 

6. In such changes of the discipline 
as you may see fit to make, we would 
respectiully call your attention to the 
character of that portion of it which 
pertains to the organization of your 
own body. The introduction of lay 
delegation was a material reconstruc- 
tion of the general conference, and in- 
volying, a8 it was believed, constitus 
tional quest'ons, the whole measure 
was subjected to constitutional treat- 
ment. After receiving a majority of 
two-thirds of the general conference 
of 1868, it was sent round to the annual 
conterenccs, and receiving  three- 
fourths of ail the votes cast, was adopt- 
ed asa complete system. This fact 
places the structure of the general con- 
ference, by necessary implication,uoder 
constitutional protection and restzic- 
tion. The relative composition of the 
body, and the power of its constituent 
parts, can hardly be regarded as statu- 
tory. The conditions and limitations 
with which lay delegation became an 
org.nic law of the church, may not be 
so easily changed us mere statutory laws 
are changed. 

7. By the blessing of God, besides 
attending a large number of district 
conferences, we have been enabled to 
hold all the annual conferences during 
the last four years. If we should not 
be expected to attend so many of the 
district conferences, as heretofore, we 
see no reason why, with one additional 
ame the present number of bishops 
would not be able to discharge all the 
duties of the general superintendency 
during the next four years. With this 
statement, we leave the subject to your

Many yet remember the Dick Clarke 
trial, which occurred in Washington 
county, when a young Irishman who 
was being tried for stealing a pocket- 

| against whom the evidence 
was seemingly overwhelming when the 
judge and aii were in tearsand how the 
crowd applauded. the verdict of ‘‘not 
guilty” when it was read by the clerk. 

Judge Holt who was presiding, pro- 
nounced it the “finest display of foren- 
sic eloquence he had ever heard.” In 
a poted murder case he was highly 
complimented by all who hearu his 
speech, and his opposing counsel, Lin~ 
ton Stephens, said it was one of “‘re-~ 
markable eloquence and power.” 
When he was a young mar, (owing to 
his strong temperance principies which 
were tnen not popularin Wasnington 
county,) he wastwice defeated in elec 
tions for the legislature. He was, how- 
ever, member of the convention that 
nominated Franklin Pierce for presi- 
dent, and was in 1861 without being a 
candidate, and even refusing to be one, 
elected to aseat inthe lower house 
where he served fortwo years with 
great sauisfaction tohis constituency. 
Mr Hook was a Douglass elector in the 
memorable campaign of 1860. 

Mr Hook was also elected a member 
of the convention of 1865 called into 
seasion by President Johnson. 

n 1862 he was appointed judge of 
the superior court of che middie circuit, 
which office he filled from January, 
1863 to 1867 with great ability. His 
brethren at the bar all consider him 
one of the best judges ever on the 
bench, his course veing al ways marked 
by rigid justice, and strict adherence 
to daty. 

Though thoroughly opposed to seces- 
sion, when the late war broke out, he 
offered himself asa private in one of 
the companies leaving the county, but 
owing to his wretched health and con- 
stitution, cy @ miserabie dyspeptic, 
the citizens and physicians ferbade bis 
enlisting inthearmy. He afterwarde 
offered his services to Governor Brown, 
but upon the same yrounds the gov- 
ernor declined the tender. 

After the war, in 1867, he removed to 
Augasta, his boyhood home, where he 
has ever been considered a most promi- 
nent iawyer and enjoyed a large prac- 


But not alone as an orator and fine 
lawyer has Judge Hook becume promi- 
nent in Geo: gia, butas a writer uf fine 
literary taste and ability, possess ng a 
strong, vigorous style that is always 
recognized, though he seldom writes 
over his own signature. In his letters 
to Mr. Stephens. in 1872, written over 
the nom de plume of *“‘Law and Order,” 
he dispiayeu great abuiiity, and eiicited 
much applause and abe replies from 
Mr. Stephens. The editor of the 
Courier-Journal of Louisville, Ky., 
copied them all and said that it would 
take all Mr. Stephens’ power and re-~ 
sources to make ereditable replies. 
Judge Hook joined the Christian 
church in his youth, and has always 
tried to harmonize his life with his 
profession. His bad health has doubt- 
less kept him from occupying many 
publie itions of honor 1n his state, 
but as he is now in fine health we hope 
yet to see him not uvnaly in congress but 
in the governor’s chair. Sevezal times 

e wae spoken of for congress through 
the state, but each time retired in 
fayor of some friend whom he would 
name.
